Stuart, xIF*x in fact it is the 6.0 eprom for the kam, its the Pactor 

upgrade. It has all the same packet upgrades as the 5.0, 5.01, and 5.02 

does, but it adds the Pactor mode for the HF port. If u buy it from Kantronics 


they also include the Hostmaster 2 Plus program *UPGRADEx, not the program 

mind u, but an upgrade that is SPECIFICALLY mated with the eprom. In other 
words, with the eprom and any terminal program, u will still be able to run 
pactor, but with the correct eprom and copy of hm2plus, you will be able to use 
the pactor drop-down menu on the prog.
